the groat bodv of the people realize 
that the medical profession is trying 
to keep them well. 
Each citlzon owes it to himself, his 
family and his community to do what 
he can in m aintaining sanitary cor 
ditions aroun I his house and in his 
immediate locality. 
The physician, in order to accom 
plish the be t results, 
must 
work 
hand in hand with the people, and 
the people must give him their sup 
port and the! * assistance. 
Cleanliness, both of the person and 
the premises, is the great supplement 
to tho various prophylactic pieced 
ures, and wornout cleanliness the dif 
e m i t medical resources will tall fat 
short of their mark, ju st as on th* 
other hand cleanliness will be great 
Iv enhanced by the employment ot 
the 
various 
germ 
destroyers and 
methods of safeguarding the health 
which the physician will advice. 
If every citizen would do what he 
could in the m atter of maintaining 
sanitary conditions in his immediate 
locality, of demanding th at his water 
and milk supply be kept free from 
contamination, and a few other com 
mon sense m atters, such as seeing 
that the members of his family sleet’ 
with their bedroom windows open, 
the whole state would enjoy it reign 
of health 6uch as never obtained be­ 
fore, and such as never will obtain 
unless the pimple generally give then 
whole-hearted assistance to the phy­ 
sician in his efforts to secure sanitar> 
conditions broadcast.—Missouri State 
Medical Association, St. I>ouis.
